Mr.  Chairnan,  My  Lord,  My  Ladies 5 Ladies  and  G-entlenen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  iVnnual  Report  for  1961. 

The  nid  1961  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
and  based  on  the  I96I  Census  figures  is  18,760.  This  is  a fall  of 
350  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  a year  previously.  It 
is  700  less  than  the  1951  Census  figure  of  19,460.  The  m.id  1961 
estimated  population  figures  of  the  Rural  Districts  of  East  Suffolk 
are  given  for  com.parison; - 
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Pour  infant  deaths  were  .registered  , during -the  year  com.pared  to 
ten  during  I960.  Two  of  these  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  day 
of  life . ..r  ...  • ,,  , 

There  were  270  live  births  registered  during  the  year  v/hich  is 
the  lowest  number  recorded  for  at  least  five  years.  The  Adjusted 
Birth  Rate  is  below  the  National  Average. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  sca-le,  293  deaths  is  the  la.rgest  number 
recorded  for  many  jrears , but  here  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  below 
the  average  for  England  and  WadLes  . Of  the  c abuses  of  death,  hea.rt 
disease  and  its  associated  disorders,  as  usual  heads  the  list. 

It  is  gratifying,  t,o  note  that  .the  ^Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is 
NIL  and  has  been  for  at  least  twelve  yea^rs. 

There  has  been  a slight  drop  in  the  nugiber  of  persons  on  _the 
Tuberculosis- Register from  68  to  62  , " - ■ 

Measles  was' again  the  most  prevalent  disease  notified. 

The  Benhall  headworks  was  put  into  operation  at  Easter  1961  and 
all  works  were  completed  by  the-  end  of  January  1962.  This  is 
supplying  'water  'to  ’i:he  Sizewell  Nude  an-  Power'  Station  'and-  also  ' 
augmenting  the  supply  to  the  Southern  Parishes  of  the  Rural  District 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  more  detailed  inform- 
ation on  water  supplies  and  sev^erage  is  included  in  this  year’s 
report .

Although,  the  amoniacal  nitrogen  content  of- this-.sanple  is 
sonewhat  high,  this  is  not  unusual  in' East  Anglian  wat ers , and  in' 
our--opinion  this- waier  is  free  fron  po-llutien-,  -The  salinity  is  I 
high,  corresponding  to  the  presence  of  nore  than  4OO  parts  per 
.nill-leri-.  af.  sodiuia  chloride,  n-nd  .this-.. is  no  dQ.ubt -the  reason  why  ( 


the  taste  of  this  water  was  regarded  as  * f la,t ' and  somewhat  un- 
palatable by  two  persons  with  sensitive  palates  w^ho  tasted  it. 
Consumers  of  such  waters,  however,  very  quickly  become  used  to 
it,  and  many  people  would  not  even  notice  the  slight  salinity. 

The  water  is  hard,  the  totp.l  hardness  approximating  to  28° 
Clark.  The  temporary  hardness  is  about  18^  Clmk.  Becs.use  of 
the  high  hardness  and  salinity,  the  water  has  a high  content  of 
total  dissolved  solids,  and  for  this  reason  might  give  some 
trouble  in  boilers  and  hot  water  installations.  The  reaction 
of  the  water  is  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  free 
carbonic  acid  is  not  high  relative  to  the  hardness,  so  that 
this  water  would  not  be  expected  to  have  any  serious  corrosive 
action  on  metals. 

We  understand  tha,t  the  v/ater  had  been  treated  for  the 
removal  of  iron,  and  we  must  therefore  point  out  that  the  iron 
content  is  higher  than  we  would  have  expected  in  a treated  water. 
The  iron  did  not  give  rise  to  any  deposit,  however,  and  is 
without  effect  on  health.  In  our  opinion  this  w^ater  is  fit  for 
drinking  and  general  purposes,  subject  to  the  reservations  made 
above .

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OPINION 


This  sample  is  clear  p.nd  bright  in  appearmccj  neutral  in 
reaction  and  free  from  netals  apart  from  a minute  trace  of  iron. 
The  v/ater  is  very  hard  in  character  and  hs,s  a somewhat  high 
content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  which  is  not 
however  considered  excessive.  Its  organic  quality  is  of  a high 
standard . 

These  results  indicate  a v/ater  v/hich,  from  the  aspect  of 
the  chemical  ans^lysis,  is  pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and 
suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.  Its  high  hardness  will 
however  ha.ve  the  usua,l  disadvantages  for  som.e  uses;  aeration 
to  increase  its  content  of  dissolved  oxygen  a.nd  reduce  its 
content  of  free  carbon  dioxide  would  be  considered  adva.ntageous 
from  the  aspect  of  avoiding  corrosion. 


The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumb o-solvent  action. 
No  contamination  of  any  form  occurred  during  the  year.

There  are  48  Parrishes  in  the  Rural  district  and  only  two  have  so 
far  been  sewered,  Eranlingham  and  pOvrt  of  Eelsale. 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  Thcrpeness,  Schemes  are  in 
preparation  for  Walberswick  and  a combined  scheme  for  Yoxford, 
Peasenhall  an.d  Sibton  is  under  prepa>,ration. 

The  Parishes  of  Yoxford,  Pea.senhall,  Sibton,  Bramfield  and  Earl 
Soham  require  to  be  sewered  urgently.  There  he^ve  been  numerous 
com.plaints  about  the  polluted  water  courses  which  are  causing  a 
nuisance . 


An  outline  scheme  is  in  preparation,  jointlj^  with  Loiston  Urban 
District  Council,  for  the  sewering  of  the  parish  of  Knodishall. 

In  all  other  Parishes  there  is,  of  course,  a definite  need  fcr 
their  being  sev/ered  but  there  is  not  the  same  evidence  of  nuisance.
